The population of Red China 
Is variously estimated up to 
600.000,000 persons. No census 
has ever been taken. When I 
lived there, we used to speak 
of the population of 450,OOO,- 
OOO.

It is out of these four prov­ 
inces that a Communist Chi­ 
nese population heavily armed 
is pouring into Laos. Every 
day that is lost in stopping 
them from marching south­ 
ward gives them more terri­ 
tory.

It is perhaps a tragic after­ 
thought tiiat the parents of to­ 
day’s school children, and those 
to come tomorrow, cannot have 
the full text of the report before 
them for study rather than the 
excerpts and partialians that 
necessarily wall result. 
Fundamentally the report does 
not fiddle. Committee findings 
and recommendations run the 
gamut from the post-diaf**r kin­ 
dergarten stage through high 
school — and briefly into the 
educational world beyond, the 
college level. 
To illustrate h a v 
th e report 
runs: 
Virtually att forms (rf discus­ 
sion prior to the issuance (rf the 
study report centered around the 
"financial side" of the education­ 
al picture in Pennsylvania — 
"how much” it would cost and 
how it would be paid. 
Curiously, 
interestingly 
and 
significantly — the report seem­ 
ingly brushes (Aer this point 
corrqmratively lightly, devoting 
only a few pages to the subject. 
The 
point, 
the 
committee 
seemed more concerned with 
"how" and "what" is needed 
to-beef up Pennsylvania’s oft- 
conceded heavily I agy a*? educa­ 
tional program, than devotion of 
rearm of paper and untold man­ 
hours dying to solve the finan­ 
cial phase. 
Adm ittedly th is m ust he done 
— 
but

nee* -.sadly 
I*

legislative m atter, forem ost and 
la s t. 
The committee merely offered 
as possibilities for considera­ 
tion: ll) the sidetracked pro­ 
posals of the 1959 Tax Advisory 
Committee; (2) several types (rf 
state tax on personal incomes; 
(4) conversion of the present 
sales tax to a general coverage 
tax. 
In other fielcfc of education 
tho committee report was much 
more exhaustive, comprehensive 
and detailish — in effect pulling 
few punches. 
For example, in the field (rf 
curricula the committee didn t 
hodge-podge the subject in a 
general fashion by saying more 
emphasis should be given to 
science, math, language, etc., 
— hut spelled out specifically 
a "minimum adequate curricu­ 
lum" for each grade, by subject 
and down to minutes per week. 
In another field, and again to 
illustrate how 
the 
committee 
nulled no punches — look at 
these two recommenditions: (I) 
all school district* should hive 
5,000 pupils except seventh and 
eighth 
class 
counties 
which 
should be single school districts; 
(2) after reorganization is com­ 
plete, there should be no office 
of county superintendent. 
This column today is not de 
signed of course to even remote­ 
ly’ provide a digest of the com­ 
mittee report. The point seem­ 
ingly to be made though is that 
the report itself is comprehen­ 
sive enough to warrant the con­ 
sideration of every parent in 
Pennsylvania who can get his 
or her hands on a copy! 
If nothing else. it has laid a 
blueprint that will be discussed 
pro and con — unquestionably 
with some heat — in legislative 
halls and local s chool board 
meeting rooms!
